HEALTH OFFICERS REPORTS FOR: (Kevin Sumner)
March/April/May (attached) .
Kevin noted it has been relatively quiet. There was a question from Fran Ellis regarding the Medical

Students.
Response from Kevin was that UMDNIJ- Newark requires their Medical students to do a Public Health

Rotation. He agreed to sponsor two (2) Students to do an internship. He learned there was no structured
program at UMDNJ and he also sat on another committee to help set up a program for students (internships,
online programs, etc)

Bruce Ruck questioned Kevin about the dog bite incident. Kevin said Robin contacted the person by letter
informing them that they should follow-up with their doctor to see if rabies treatment is recommended.
There is no follow up by Middlebrook needed.
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REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO MIDDLE BROOK
Fran Ellis attended the last meeting. Somerset County Survey — 2000 plus were surveyed to get a sample of
County 18+ years old. The survey included questions about health and behavior. County must do a “Needs

Assessment.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS-
Septic Ordinance Amendment: The reason for the amendment was to address residents’ concerns with the

sewer project on Johnston and Valley Drives and possibility of either exemptions or deferrals.

Attorney Albert Cruz spoke to the Board regarding the Septic Ordinance. He said there is no immediate
urgency to pass the Ordinance. He then asked Kevin Sumner to discuss changes discussed.

He then turned the meeting over to Kevin Sumner to discuss the changes suggested at a meeting attended by
Mr. Cruz, Mr. Sumner and Councilman Nehls.

Kevin stated that our Ordinance is stricter than the State Requirements. (We cannot have an Ordinance that
is less than State requirements).

Amendments to the Ordinance previously discussed at the March 28™ 2012 meeting were presented and
discussed in detail.

The sewer connection time frame, deferrals, exemptions and septic system age at time of acceptance of
public sewer by Municipal Governing body were the main concerns of some of the Board members.
Financial hardship was not included in the amended version.

The cost if a pump is required for the system when hooking up to the sewer was mentioned and
Councilman Nehls stated that there is a credit if a pump is required. He also noted that all residents were
told at a public hearing that they would get this credit and it would be taken off their assessment.

When the sewer installation is completed and accepted by the Municipal Governing Body a notice is sent to
all affected property owners that the system is ready and they must connect.

Possible time frame for the projeét: put out for Bid in September and award in December. Hopefully
construction would then start in Spring/Summer 2013. Project will take approximately 1-1/2 to 2 years
before property owners can hook-up.

Kevin Sumner will make the changes discussed at this meeting and send it out for review prior to our
September 19™ meeting.
